One of the managers of a detective 
agency is said to have declared that 
there was “‘more money in industry 
than there ever was in Crime.” It 
is added that one of the agencies re- 
ceived an annual retainer of $125,- 
000. Another agency is said to have 
paid an income tax for 19138 of 258,- 
000. In inaugurating the report up- 
on the private detective agencies, 
the Commission’s document states: 

These are not “revelations; 
these are the facts thinly hid in 
stee] towns. Steel workmen in 
scores of towns know tne spying 
exists, but are too accustomed to it 
to try hard to find who the spies 
are. 

Spy an Integral Part of Policy. 

Collating these data with others 
in its possession the commission 
in its report on the steel strike 
(pp. 18; 22-9; 420: 209; 211-35) 
published its findings—that the 
existence of widespread well- 
financed privately incorporated 
spy concerns constitutes an integral 
part of industrial corporations’ 
policy of “not dealing with labor 
unions; that their ‘‘o,Qeratives,”’ 
inside the plants or inside the un- 
jone or outside both, during that 
strike spied, secretly denounced, 
engineered raids and arrests, and 
incited to riot. /‘It was a custo- 
mary inevitable part of the anti- 
union alternative.”” The labor de- 
tectives ‘“‘bled both sides; and the 
Federal Government files con- 
tained their patriotic reports.’’ The 
commission examined the _ rela- 
tions between espionage and the 
suppression of civil liberties and 
Federal governmental action; not- 
ed how even Bishops were dogged 
by spies. Finally the com mission 
recommended, because “activities 
of labor detectives do not seem to 
serve the best interests of the 
country.” that the Government in- 
vestigate them and their co-oper- 
ation with the Department of Jus- 
tice. with a view“to Federal regu- 
lation or abolition. 

War, periodically overt, general- 
ly chronic, was what the commis- 
sion found in the steel industry. 
The commission considered this 
finding particularly indicated by 
the widespread espionage. The 
finding concerned not theories 
about the class-etruggle, but facts 
about the actual maintenance of 
the “open shop.” 

“Tabor Detective Agencics.” 

Modern system of “under cover 
men” are of two sorts: espionare 
run directly by big corporations 
an integral private part of the 
management, always at work; and 
“Iabor detective’ agencies, adver- 
tising their business, and called in 
by manufacturers during ‘‘labor 
trouble.” The firet kind -is not 
studied here in detail: this study 
goes into the second kind which. 
naturally, more steadily serves 
smaller companies and is called in 
by big corporations only to help 


out their own systems. But many 
of the operatives of the profes- 
sional agencies have worked in the 
corporations’ system and the ac- 
tivities of both kinds are of one 
Moreover. the national 
making possible, or 
“necessary,” the business of all 
these operatives are principally 
due to the no-conference indus- 
trial relations’ policies of the great 
corporations. Tj Stee! Report 
sets forth the consequences of spy 
evstems; this study only tries to 
determine who and what the “un- 
der cover man” is. 

The concerns analyzed are a 
higher type than the _  old-fash- 
ioned “pinks.”” The modern con- 
cerns show more brains. They re- 
alize that up-to-date war relies 
heavily on propaganda Their 
“operatives” or “representatives” 
(spies) are trained propagandists 
and are so offered for hire. For 
the propaganda the new concerns 
take their ideas—or at least their 
patter—from modern employment 
managers, from civic federations, 
from the spokesmen of the “open 
shop."’ Their preachments' con- 
tain texts on optimistic ‘getting 
together’ and “getting on” and 
“thrift” and self-made “success.” 
The modern spy works like a 
workman, talks like workmen, 
whispers depressing rumors, stirs 
up racial spite, and argues “fail- 
ure’ to strikers; even in his daily 
mailed spy reports he advises, not 
so much “‘sluggers” as “influence” 
by municipal authorities to close 
up public meeting places. 

“Must Have Espionage. 

Why, when taxed with such 
practices, do great business men 
still go on hiring detectives as 
new “labor troubles” arise? ‘“They 
must have espionage;” they be- 
lieve that. They see no alterna- 
tive. “Does any one doubt the 
wisdom, justice and necessity of a 
spy system on the part of the 
United States Steel Corporation in 
sheer self-defense?” So reads an 
apology for the’ United States 
Steel Corporation by a New En- 
cland minister, which was circu- 
lated by the corporation after the 
Interchurch inquiry, as a pam- 
phiet, prefaced with a commen- 
datory letter by Mr. E. H. Gary. 

The’ questioning sweeps: wider. 
Must our social organization, our 
civilization, be shot through with 
spies”? The last pages of this 
study and the final records of the 
Interchurch’s steel investigation 
show the spy practice reaching out 
into social entities as far removed 
from manufacture as _is_ the 
church. The record shows®a spy 
ransacking church offices in New 
York; other spy reports utilized 
to jeopardize the whole purpose of 
& vast co-operative, Christian en- 
terprise: spying cloaked under the 
wing of a public body, the Nation- 
al Civic Federation, and a “report” 
sent by the Olvic Federation's 
chairman to the offices of the 
Steel Corporation there to be 
weighed with others on the desk 
of Mr. Gary. 

Can we live without spies? The 
question is raised by the facts; 
hence the importance of this 
study. 

Acents Selected From Workers.

Men Didn’t Know Reason for Strike. 
That some of the men did not 

know what the strike was about is 


from a report made by operative No. 
203: 

During the day and evening I 
talked to 8 Slavish men, and they 
frankly stated that they are ready 
to go back to work at once, and 
that they are holding back for no 
other reason than that they would 
be called scabs and have a bad 
name among their fellow employes 
after the strike would be over and 
they further stated that young sin- 
gle men are the ones that are hold- 
ing out the most.

103, refers to a priest as being 
strongly pro-German and as preach- 
ing bolshevism to his parishioners.

Deterred by Fear of Majority.

been deterred by fear of the ma- 
jority. Operative Z 16, describes 
meeting three Poles at Monessen, 
two of whom favored the _§ strike 
while the third was opposed to it. 
The two men, he reported, were 
convinced that the coal miners 
would walk out on Nov. 1 and help 


the steel workers to win. 


Z-16 continues: 

I managed to participate in 
their conversation, and stated that 
in my opinion there was no chance 
of the miners closing down the 
mines and declaring a _  nation- 
wide strike, substantiating my argu- 
ments on the fact that the R. R. 
emploves had also said they 
would do so, and when the time 
for action came they failed to 
strike in support of the steel work- 
ers, and I arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the miners would do 
the same asthe R. R. men. 

In further conversation with 
these chaps I inquired how the 
plants were operating and they 
conceded that some of the men 
were working, and _ still’ more 
would return to work tomorrow. 

The same man told of the inde- 
pendent attitude of the foreigners 
who had made huge wages during 
the war and, having some money 
saved up, were willing to stop work. 
He quotes one man as saying he did 
not car whether the mills reopened 
for six months. Some of the men, 
however, had not been provident 
and would have returned to work 
had they dared.

When my companions saw the 
men file past coming from work 
they became very envious and 
jealous and one of the group was 
prompt to say: 

“I don't care what happens, I 
am going to work tomorrow.” 

“If you do I'll do so myself for 
I am in pretty poor shape finan- 
cially and have a family of my 
own to support,” I stated. 

Yesterday while I was talking to 
a few of the men I told them re- 
garding my observations, and then 
I said: 

“If you don't believe it go down 
the street and be convinced.” 

I, myself, was out early thjs 
morning and saw a couple of the 
fellows I was talkking with yes- 
terday. When they saw so many 
men going to work they didn’t 
have very much to say except 
this,— 

“Those fellows are nothing but 
regular bums.”’ 

“I think you are wrong—a fel- 
low who works and is willing to 
work cannot be called a Hobo, 
only those men who are loafing 
‘like we are doing can properly be 
termed burns,”’ I replied. 

One of the fellows 1 was then 
talking with smiled an@ remarked:

Duties Those of Detectives. 
This style of approaching the men 

results In an analysis of the “under 


cover” workers being’ made in the | 


commission's report. 
it says: 

“903” and “150” are detective 
agents simply negative in their 
work. -Then men from the Cor- 
porations Auxiliary are of a slight- 
ly higher order. But in the main 
their reports are simply those of 
detectives.

Agents at Work Trying to Impress Allied 
| Officials With Tokio’s Interpretation of 


Lansing-Ishii Agreement. 
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(The New York World.) 

PARIS, Oct. 
macy is working 24 hours a day 
through innumerable agents at Lon- 
don, Paris, Rome, Brussels and Ge- 
neva to assure itself of Entente sup- 


port for the Japanese claim to “spe-_ 


'clal consideratien” in Asiatic affairs 
at the Washington conference. 

| In its practical application, such 
support, in Japanese eyes, must take 
the form of acceptance of Japan's in- 
terpretation of the Lansing-Ishii 
agreement ‘on the one hand and the 
treaty of Versailles on the other. 

The information on which the 
above statements are based has come 
to me from several authoritative 
sources—American, French, Chinese 
and Itallan, both here and at Gene- 
va. 

Among the delegations to the as- 
sembly of the League of Nations rep- 
resenting the Powers interested in 
Pacific problems,-there is only one 
interpretation of President Harding's 
so-called disarmament conference. 
This interpretation regards the 
meeting as a diplomatic tug of war 
between the United States and Japan 
to determine whether the traditional 
American doctrine of the open door 
‘in China can be maintained without 
an armed conflict between the two 
countries. 

Confidential reports, dealing with 
the European attitude toward the 
Washington conclave and emphasiz- 
ing Japan's efforts to bring the En- 
tente Governments over to her point 
of view, have been sent to the State 
Department by observers specially 
'charged with studying Japanese tac- 
tics on the Continent. I read one of 
| these reports and its tenor was iden- 
tical with the data I had obtained in 
‘private conversations with offidlal 
| personages at Paris and Geneva. 

Lansing-Ishil Agreement. 

It is manifest from the results of 
my inquiry that the principle formu- 
lated in the Lansing-Ishii agreement 
in the words “territorial propinquity 
creates special relations between the 
‘countries” will be the backbone of 
the case Japan will argue at Wash- 
ington next month. 

Secretary of State Hughes in his 
| note to Dr. Alfred Sze, Chinese Min- 
ister to the United States, on July 
|8, last, regarding the Anglo-Japa- 
/nese attempt to establish a wireless 
monopoly in China, appeared to dis-

were held in Charleroi,

one operative writes: 


It is very difficult for me to un- 
derstand why the local authorities 
permit these regular meetings to 
be held in Charleroi on every 
Tuesday, Friday and Sunday after- 
noon of each week. When the 
men attend a meeting like this and 
hear such inflammatory speeches 
their body and soul is. with the 
strike organization. They are in- 
censed and inflamed. Today, fol- 
lowing the meeting, excitement of 
the moment has worn off. More 
mature deliberation is taking place 
and they are actually regaining 
their senses. The day following the 
meeting they are only lukewarm. 
On the second ‘day following the 
meeting all interest in the strike 
will be lost. The men will be 
heard discussing their intention of 
returning to work. They will say: 

“Look at those negroes working 
in the plant. Why can’t we work. 
too’ Why are we being kept 
out?” etc. 

But the trouble is, on the third 
day a new meeting takes place. 
For lack of nothing better to do. 
the men will attend. They are 
again becoming inflamed and the 
whole process starts all over again. 

Undoubtedly it occurs to me 
that our clients have considerable 
influence with the local authori- 
ties. No meetings are being held 
in Monessen territory, nor in any 
of the other nearby mill centers. 
and I-cannot see why these 
meetings could not be suppressed 
in Charleroi also. It, undoubtedly, 
would be a boon for all steel in- 
terests in this particular section. 

Buying of Firearms. 

The matter of the foreign element 
buying firearms is mentioned in one 
report as follows: 

There is a possibility of there 
being some bombs in the strikers’ 
possession as a woman told me 
that she had received informa- 
tion that there were quite a few 
bombs in the strikers’ possession. 

i think it would be highly ad- 
Visable to arrange to have all Cro- 
atians stopped from buying fire- 
arms, black jacks and i other 
weapons, as I overheard a con- 
versation in which one of them 
said that he would arm himself 
and get even with some of the 
negroes. I followed this man 
around to the postoffice and the 
pool room, but did not see him 
buy any firearms, and eventually 
he went to the depot and boarded 

Pittsburg bound train. 

At first-I had a good notion to 
follow this chap into town, but 
considering the matter I came to 
the conclusion that there are a

About July, 1917. a strike took 
place in the Louis Wolf Manufac- 
turing Co. of the molders. I re- 
call having heard P. O. say, “I 
must bring that thine up there 
(meaning the Wolf plant) a 
pitch. I have got a few good 
fellows amongst the molders 
working on the inside and those 
fellows will stir up enough un- 
rest. while I have Louis Wolf and 
his brother entigely in my hands.” 
I told him straightforward not to 
give in one inch of ground, as he 
could win the whole shooting 
match without consenting towards 
the workers. “How are the ma- 
chinists standing on that’? he 
wanted to know. I said as well as 
I know our business agents they 
certainly would pull the machin- 
ists out if the molders would go 
on strike. “Is there no.possible 
chance of. keeping the machin- 
ists at work?’’ I told him that I 
could not do anything in that mat- 
ter. Anyway, the Wolf strike took 
place. P. O. had a bunch of 
guards. himself being armed with 
a blackjack which is now in my 
possession as the XX-Co. turned 
the blackjack used on the Wolf 
strikers over to me to use during 
the election of business agents. 

The Wolf strike had been going 
on for quite a few weeks and P. 
O. often told me how they had 
pulled in workers and beat them 
up; how they, with their hired 
guards, were instrumental in it 
and made it appear as if the strik- 
ers had done so. He went even 
so far as to make me take a day 
off and go to the Wolf plant and 
patrol along the Wolf plant and 
have the police officers arrest me 
and bring me into the plant and 
then, in good course, I was dis- 
charged after the interference of 
P. O., him telling the policeman 
that he could use that fellow to 
good advantage.
